LONDON, April 12.—The Irish con- 
yention which met in Dublin for eight

Great Britain’s armies stand at Day 
in France and Flanders. After three 
weeks of combat which eclipsed any- 
thing that has raged during the entire 
four years of warfare, Field Marshal 
Haig has issued a command to his 
men to hold their ground at whatever 
cost and fight with the knowledge 
that their blows are struck “for the 
safety of their homes and the free- 
dom of mankind.” 

The end of the first phase of the g!i- 
ant struggle may now be considered! 
as passed. ‘There must be no retire- 
ment,” is Gen. MHaig's admonition, 
which adds that the British are now 
renting with their “backs to the 
wall,” 

Withdrawal in Picardy was offictal- 
ly reported to haye been a part of 
the Allied strategy, but the period 
for such tactles seemingly has gone 
into history.

TURCO-GERMAN 
ATTACK BEGINS 
IN PALESTINE 


Objective is the Recapture of 
Jerusalem from British—Se- 
vere Fighting Indicated 


LONDON, April 12.—The ‘Turas 
and Germans have started a counter- 
offensive in Palestine, along the coast, 
and severe fighting is indicated. 

In both Palestine and Mesopotamia, 
the British have beon carrying on suc- 
ceesful campaigns for several montis 
and have accomplished the destruc- 
tion of Turkish armies, The situation 
became such a desperate effort for the 
Turks that the Germans sent troops 
to their assistance, Last week for the 
first time the German war office re- 
ferred in a war report to Palestine. 

Another indication that the Ger- 
mans were planning offensive opera- 
tlons on that front was the etafemen 
a few days ago by Lieut.-General vou 
Ardenne, a German military writer, 
that the tide waa about to turn in 


| Syria and Palestine, and that the re- 


capture of Jerusalem had become «a 
practical possibility. The British fron:

Amendment Accepted When Bill 
Was in Committee of the 
Legislature 


At the session of the legislature 
Friday morning the bill amending the 
Factories’ Act was reported for third 
reading with an amendment eliminat- 
ing druggists and chemists from the 
operation of the statute. 

Alen Ross, Centre Calgary, objected 
to the amendment. He held it would 
bring the employers back to the old 
schedule. Since the passing of the 
act there had been a schedule of 64 
hours, 

Premier Stewart said he would be 
slow to break the understanding that 
had been arrived at in the act, but it 
had been pointed out to him the drug 
stores were in a different position to 
other classes of business, So far as 
he was concerned he was not very 
strong in favor of the change, 

Capt. Pingle, Medicine Hat, said 
there were a great many reasons why 
the drug business was different from 
any other mercantile undertaking. In 
the matter of supplying prescriptions 
and serum the drug stores might be 
said to be operating 24 hours. 

James Ramsey, pointing out that 
drug stores in a variety of ways, were 
competing with general stores, 
thought there was no unfairness in 
the act. 

After some further discussion 
amendment was passed, no 
being made to divide the house.

By Workers Among Girls 


Miss Saunders, Miss Zeigler, Dr. Jessie Allyn, Miss D. Dickie, Miss 


Warden and Miss Jackson, Probation Officers, Are 
Speakers at Morning Meeting. 


Rev. Dr. McQueen presided at the 
devotional exercises of the morning 
session of Girls’ Conference which 
opened by a huge registration Friday 
morning in First Presbyterian achuren, 
Mrs, A. A. Pinckney wag in the chair. 
The body of the church was almost 
completely filled by fine iooking and 
enthusiastic girls, 


Miss Saunders Speaks. 

Miss Una Saunders, of the National 
Y.W.C.A. and chairman of the Nua- 
tionai Advisory Board, epoke first of 
the fine Hst of speakers. Her subject 
was ‘The Canadian Girls in Training.‘ 
She began by asking the gathering 
what kind of a girl one would like to 
be? There should be an ambition of 
service, Of vision, and of what a wo- 
man should be; these really mean 
more than the importance attached to 
them, said the speaker. 

The first call is for women leaders 
to take the piace of men and to help 
@e much as possible; to prepare them- 
selves for the places that are left 
empty. 

The second cell is from the men a: 
the front, that we be worthy of them 
when they return. 

What a tragedy ft would be for a 
@oldier to return and find that it 
had not been worth while to fight for 
ideals, continued Miss Saunders. 

The call of ideals then is so very 
important and essential. 

The call of Jesus Christ is th< thi-d 
call. To be great in vitality, to be 
siorious and strong and beautiful, wo 
must be interesting and wonderful, 
full of grace that the influence will 
be of great value. 


Must Respond to Call, 


Miss Saunders the hope 
that the girls would not et #tifl and 
let someone else respond ¢o the call. 
One must jump at once and begin to 
ask what can one 4o to better one- 
sclf, one’s neighbor, or community. 
To fit oneself for the call, therefore, 
the Canadian Girl in Training is the 
Preparation needed and ready, said 
the speaker.

Dr. Jesse Allyn on the Physical 
Btandard, one side of the four, was 
most enjoyable in her talk. She im- 
pressed all with the great necessity of 
physical perfection by drawing a com- 
parison of the Hindoo, who is so care- 
ful to bathe and clothe properly be- 
fore approaching the Lord in worship, 
so the white man must not be less 
careful in caring for the body to pre- 
sent to the Lord.

The Intellectual Side 

The intellectual side wag so ably 
presented by Miss DD. Dickie. She 
claimed that it was worth while to gu 
to school, to college, to read, to fore- 
go social pleasure and to go to bed 
early, and most worth while of all, 
“We are here to make ourselves use- 
ful, which fe the duty to others; and 
to make ourselves happy, which is 
duty to ourselves.” 

An intellectual life or higher educa- 
tlan earns more, which, after all, Is 
the measure of the world through 
monitory. A higher education will 
make one happier, richer und more 
beautiful, said the speaker. One 
should fill the mind with what is 
beautiful. Every little thing acquired 
of value is not only a help to a person, 
but to the world In general, because 
of being the richer for the knowledge, 
and the points of contact, therefore, 
greater, The mind is poor and empty 
if not developed and the world 1s, 
therefore, poor and empty in conse- 
quence. 

The epeaker's testimony or message 
was the fact that higher education or 
the intellectual development Js de- 
cidely worth while.

Prayer and intercession was urged 
by the speaker as most necessary to 
the religious life. System and method 
should enter also into the religious 
life, and the attending public worsh: 
is a means of strength and power. 
consecrated life is the most beautiful 
thing In the world, The story of 
Jeptha's daughter, with her testimony, 
“Glory to God” as the keynote of her 
life was impressively given. 

Probation Officor Speaks 

Miss A. Jackson, probation officer 
of the city, was very pleased to see 82 
many happy, pleasant, interested and 
enthustastic girls all together, which 
to her was the finest sight in the 
world, as in her work ashe comes in 
contact with ‘teen aged girls and boys 
under quite different circumstances. 

Her message on Service wap 80 
helpful. The importance of building 
up the life for service during the 
youth, in order to be useful in older 
life, was carefully brought forward. 

The qtestion of clean, quiet dress 
was a factor in personal relationships. 
The service in the home was a field for 
great activity and the place where 
service comes first, sald Miss Jackson, 
and with pointed illustrations she 
brought many truths home to the girls 
along this line. 

“God has a plan for erty. life,” 
continued Mise Jackson, and choosing 
a@ life work, may not turn out as ex- 
peoted, but there is a higher guidance 
over all and everything links up for 
a life of service. 

“Be careful,” urged Miss Jackson in 
conclusion, “and with it all every day 
should bring forth some act of ser- 
vice, or the time has been Tost.” 

After announcement concerning the 
conference had been made, choral 
music was delightfully demonstrated 
by a chorus of some seventy-five girls 
under the direction of Mrs. Reany. 

The conference adjourned for lunch 
at the All Saints’ school room and a 
hundred were entertained in Firat 
Presbyterian.

University Fat 
Steers Are Dressed—Visit 
to the Plant 


As an aftermath of the fat stock 
show last week it is interesting to 
know what has become of the animals 
specially fitted for the market by ex- 
perienced farmers, As will be re- 
membered, the University had in & 
specially fine bunch of steers and took 
firet prize with a splendid looking 
roan. This was afterwards sold to 
Swift Canadian Co. at the neat price 
of 20 cents for its 1600 pounds, This 
steer dressed at 62 per cent. and has 
been sold to Jas. Ramsey. The animal 
should make some delicious eating. 

Ramsey's also bought from the pack- 
ing plant three other of the Uni- 
versity steers, two of Talbot's steers | 
from Grande Prairie, three of the 
calves that were entered In the chil- 
dren's competition and some fifteen 
or #0 of A. B, Campbell's sheep. The 
whole lot were bought in by the pack- 
ing plant at fancy prices, and have 
now been slaughtered and are hang- 
ing in the cooling rooms at the plant. 

Dressed Meat 

They make a nice sight in dressed | 

meat. It is especially interesting now 


appearance of cattle, etc, from a@ 
breeder's standpoint, to see how they 
pan out as food which after all is the 
ultimate purpose of proper breeding 
and fecding. In view of the cost of 
these prize animals it is to be suppos- 
ed that Ramsey paid a fancy price to 
the packers for his meat. 
Packing Bacon 

It is also interesting just at the 
present time in visiting the Swift Ca- 
nadian plant to see the process 
through which the meat that is being 
shipped to the soldiers at the front is 
subje@tted. The Wiltshire sides of 
which one hears, are there being pack- 
ed in boxes the right size and ten 
sides or about 650 pounds go to a 
box. After being put in they are pres- 
sed down by hydraulic pressure and | 
the top nailed on. They are then put! 
in the refrigerator rooms and held 
there till sent across. 

It is noted that all hams and bacon 
for the Canadian trade are cured in 
pickle while for the export trade they 
are done in dry galt. Most housekeep- 
ers could learn a deal in the art of 
economy by paying a visit to the 
stock yards. It is an old saying that 
there is nothing wasted there but the 
squeal, and visions immediately come 
up of everything being ground into 
sausage, but there is much to learn | 
from the absolute accuracy with which | 
every scrap of meat is saved. Where | 
there are such thousands of pounds 
of meat being handled it would be 
supposed that the employees would | 
be careless in the handling, but the 
very contrary is the truth. 

Nothing Wasted 

None of the grease, none of the 
oils, nothing is allowed to spoil or go 
to waste, Where the loin of a pork 
is a little too fat for the trade, the 
fut is shaved off and put in another 
dish. The skin is taken off and every

they have been kicked and beaten, 
denied clothing and adequate shelter; | 
have often been shot and that deaths| 
from starvation and overwork have!

‘‘Doctored’’ Formaldehyde. 

The seport that formaldehyde 
qald to theWarmers of Alberta with 
which to treat seed grain has been 
tampered with so as to destroy the 
germinating qualities of the grain 
is most serious.

| The Franchise, But No Votes. 
For a generation the basis of 
}the Dominion franchise law has 
| been that any person allowed te 
vote at provincial elections was 
thereby qualified tu vote at Do- 
iminion elections. Last year Sir 
| Robert Borden deliberately disre- 
garded that established principle, 
in order to disfranchise the women 
of Canada when a Dominion elec- 
tion was to be held. He now again 
disregards the principle by a bill 
conferring the Dominion franchise 
upon all women in Canada, regard- 
less of the fact that women in the 
province of Quebec have not the 
provincial franchise. The reason 
for the different course of action 
is found in the differing cireum- 
jstances. Last year there was a 
Dominion election in view, at 
which Sir Robert did not wish the 
women to have votes—for reasons 
in his opinion quite sufficient.. 
| There being at present no election 
|in sight, he has no objecton to the 
| women being given the theoretical 
right to vote. The principle that 
provincial franchise should qualify 
for the Dominion franchise does 
not count in Sir Robert’s caleula- 
tions, any more than the right of 
the women to have the franchise 
privilege at a time when that priv- 
ilege could be exercised. 


The achievement. 

Newspaper supporters find proof 
of the superiority of the Union 
government in the fact that the 
ministers have, or claim to have, 
abolished patronage. Apparently 
they are unable to find evidence 
to that effect in any other quarter, 
for “this is the only action they 
suggest as showing that the pres- 
ent government is an improvement 
upon the government it replaced. 
The question of how civil servants 
shall be hired and fired seems, in 
fact, to have attained an import- 
ance in the opinion of this section 
of the newspaper world which it 
never had before, and which ut 
terly overshadows such _ other 
questions as that of winning the 
war, protecting the public against 
exploitation, pushing the food 
production cause, and mobilising 
the resources of the country for 
war and reconstruction. These are 


questions which have been suppos- | 


ed to be of the first magnitude. It 
is not claimed in-respect of any of 
these things that the present gov- 
ernment is any better than its pre- 
decessor, yet it is persistently as- 
serted that the present govern- 
ment is an improvement upon 
the former because it has enunci- 
ated a new set of regulations gov- 
erning the engagement and dis- 
charge of stenographers 
clerks. That, it seems, is the all- 
|important question in the govern- 
|ment of Canada at this time of 
crisis, 


| Compulsory Early Rising. 

The daylight saving law has ar- 
|rived. According to official ar- 
rangements, everybody in Canada 
is supposed to stay up till 2 o’clock 
| Sunday morning and then shove 
the clock ahead an hour. Having 
| thus curtailed the period of rest at 
both ends he presumably will be 
at liberty to go to bed and spend 
the remaining hours 
whether it is time to get up. Their 
native sense will probably suggest 
to most people that observance of 
the law is in the spirit rather than 
the letter, and that the require- 


ed if they advance the’ hands of 
the clock at some more convenient 
hour and go to bed when they feel 
like it. The essential point is that, 
beginning with Monday, the na- 
tion has to start its day’s work an 
hour earlier than usual,

efforts have been made to promote 
the daylight saving idea in Can-

the heat gets to about 80 degrees, 
when it looks for a shady place to 
rest in, 

If you see that the ewe gets plenty 
of food to produce milk you cannot 
do much for the lamb until two 
months old, and even then not much. 

If you erect a pen, say of poles, and 
leave an entrance large enough for 
the lamb to enter but not the ewe, and 
scatter some green feeding stuff from 
the garden about the entrance and for 
some distance into the pen the sheep 
and lambs will come and eat. ‘The 
sheep cannot enter but the lambs get 
in and eat what is inside and ater 
you do this a few times you place the 
food inside and the lambs go inside 
to get it, then you can feed them what 
you like. 

By_ the time they are fiva months 
oldj-ty aeimdness you will have full 
contro! over them, Your present 
program for the Fair does not carry 
beyond that age, and should you think 
of keeping the lamb longer we can dis- 
cuss that after.

| Lay Well In Winter |

White Wyandottes deliver the goods. 
All like to have a nice-looking lot of 
fowl and there is doubt that either in- 
dividually or in a flock the White 
Wyandotte is one of the best looking | 
birds we have. Some other varieties | 
individualy are nice birds, but in a 
flock they lack uniformity. Some are 
darker and some lighter, in color. 
Some varieties are nice as pullets, but 
as hens are faded and hard to recog- | 
nize as belonging to the breed~ th 
represent. But a White Wyandotte 
that receives reasonably good care al- 
ways looks good either as a pullet or a 
two or three-year-old hen, This catches 
the breeder who keeps poultry as a 
hobby and wants something that is at- 
tractive as well as useful. 

They are one of the earliest matur- 
ing breeds and {if hatched reasonably 
early and receive proper attention will 
lay all winter. It has been proven a 
great many times in offical contests 
that the Wyandottes lay more eggs in 
the fall and winter when eggs are high ; 
in price than most other varieties and 
these contests always show that the 
White Wyandottes are the birds that | 
have to be beaten, They are always in 
the running. 

In other breeds laying is sacrificed 
for color, size, pencilling or barring. 

Tho Wyandottes are a fowl that are 
quick growing and plump at all ages. 
There are problems in breeding White 
Wyandottes that keep up one's inter- 
est, especially in case of an exhibitor. 

At this time of year when a great 
many beginners are mating up their | 
pens it may be that one or two points 
will be of benefit. It is generally con- 
sidered best to mate hens to a cockerel 
and pullets to a cock bird. For early 
chicks best results have been obtained 
from the first mating, but good results 
have also come from cockerel and pul- 
let matings. The great thing is to be 
sure that the birds are well matured 
and have not been forced too much for| 
eggs during the winter, It is not na- 
tural for hens or pullets to lay twenty 
or more eggs per month in the winter 
jand then produce eggs that will give 
004 liveable chickens, It may be done 
once but it cannot be kept up, It isa 
good idea to keep some hens separate 
for the breeding pen so that better 
care can be taken of them during the 
winter. The rest of the birds can then 
be fed heavily and made to lay all the 
egss possible, It sometimes melps the 
fertility '1f the feathers and fluff 
around the vent are trimmed with scis- 
sors or pulled, Give the breeding pens 
all the space possible and be satisfied 
with a reasonable number of eggs from 
them, 

Now is the time to etart breeding 
Whito Wyandottes and if proper atten- 
tion is paid to the birds success will be 
achieved by the poultry raiser who 
chooses the White Wyandotte,

The first beast is killed in the first 
‘| week of May and every wee < follow- 
ing until the end of September. Sfach 
share per week is a roast or boll and 
steak. The butcher is paid $5 for 
each beast, for killing and cutting, 
and keeping the books. He also looks 
after and sells all hides and credits 
the owner with value for the same. 
The beast ts killed every Iriday night 
and cut up on Saturday morning. 
Each shareholder has two bags with 
his name on, As he takes one away 
he leaves the other. This year the 
beef i# to be killed on ‘Thursday and 
cut up Friday, so that ‘the meat will 
not have to be cooked on Sunday, as 
it was last year. 

Each share calls for a young beast 
(heifer or steer) that will dress 400 
pounds, 

The first year three different prices 
were fixed for meat: 16 cents, 14 cents 
and 12 cents per pound, but on find-!

Death Camas. 


Like many other plants of the lily | 
family, the death camas is an erect, | 
perennial herb growing from a bulb, | 
The leaves are grass-like, long, nar- 
}row and keeled; so much resembling 
those of grass or sedge that they are 
often overlooked in the search for | 
poisonous plants. The small yellow- 
ish-green flowers are arranged in an| 
elongated cluster at the top of the 
stalk, which is from ten to twenty} 
ine hes high. They bloom in May and! 
June, but the time of flowering \Wwaries 
with the season and altitude, The 
plants grow mostly as scattered indi- | 
viduals, but sometimes in masses or | 
patches when they are easily distin- 
guished, even at a distance, by their 
peculiar greenish-yellow color, 

The first general symptons of} 
poisoning in the sheep are, uneasiness, 
irregularity of movement, salivution, 
frothing at the mouth, nausea, muscu- 
lar weakness, more or less eeoeee 
breathing, followed by spas and 
death, or sometimes by a p riod ot 
coma before death. Medical remedies 
have been found of little avail. Rest 
and quiet are recommended. 

Larkspur 

The larkspurs, both the tall and the 
low, are equally dangerous piants in) 
the spring. The danger, hovever, 1s 
chiefly to cattle. Horses do not eat 
& sufficient quantity to do harm, and 
|sheep will graze upon them without 
apparent injury. 

The tall larkspurs, especially the) 
older plants, grow in “clumps.'"' They 
grow from three to six feet high. The 
leaves are like those of thi common 

reup and wild geraniim, round 
in outline, but deeply cut In narrow 
or broadly wedge-shaped lobes. The 
flowers are arranged along the stalk for 
a distance of four to ten inches. Each 
blue or purplish flower is about an 
inch wide with a projectiny; spur. The 
low larkspurs are very timilar, but 
grow only from six inches to three 
feet high. They bloom in June and 


Although the tall larkspurs live all 
summer, they are most poisonous in 
the early stages of growth, as after 
flowering the poisonous quality lessens, 
The seeds, however, are very poison- 
ous, 

The symptong of poisoning in gen- 
eral are nausea, weakness, excessive 
s@lyation, twitching of the muscles of 
the sides and legs, and convulsions. 

Wherever it is practical, it is most 
advisable to grub out larkspur before 
it flowers. The plants should be cut 
off from three to seven inches below 
the surface of the soil in order to pre- 
vent the growth of new shoots, 

Water Hemlock 
The Water Hemlock is extrgmely 


poisoning of animals usually takes 
place in the spring when the plant is 
tender. The stem, from three to six 
feet high, is streaked with purplo. 
The leaves are compourd with small, 

saw-toothed leaflets. The flowers are 
white, small, arranged in umbrella- 
like clusters. The roots are fleshy,| 
tuberous, clustered at the base of the 
}stem, which when cut lengthwise 
shows a number of transverse paru- 
tions, 

Of all the poisonous plants in Can- 
ada, the water hemlocks are the most | 
deadly and act most rapidly, All 
species nre extremely poisonous to 
human beings and to all animals, 
They contain a narcotic poison (Cicu- 


toxin), The roots and swollen base of 
the stem are the most virulent. As! 
the plants grow on wet, soft land, the 


roots are easily pulled up and eaten | 
with the green tops, | 

The symptons of poisoning are in-| 
tense pain, labored breathing, dilated 
pupils, epasme and convulsions, froth- 
ing at the mouth and nose, Sometimes 
death occurs within fifteen minutes, 
sometimes the victims suffer two or 
three hours before death. 

As little can be done when animals 
are once poisoned by these plants, it is 
extremely important that farmers and 
stockmen should familiarize them- 
selves with the plants and eradicate 
them by any method which seems 
most practical,

Regarding garden peas, Mr, KR. | 
Jones says: | 

“Twelve varieties of garden peas! 
were tested during the season of 
1917. The seed was sown in the open! 
on May 8th to the 14th, in rows 33 
feet long, 18 inches apart. Frequent 
cultivation was given during the lat- 
ter part of May and the beginning of 
June, At the last hoeing two rows 
were hoed together so as to support 
each other, as no sticks were used. I 
find that by this method they stand up 
quite well, 

“I find that there is no other gar- 
den crop which succeeds better than 
peas under the soil and climatic con- | 
ditions in the north land. No failure | 
in this crop since the station was 
started, and the quality. is 
could be wished for.” 

Beans. 

Six varieties of beans were under 
test this season. The seed was sown 
on May 9th to the 15th, in hills two 
feet apart each way, six beans in each 
hill. Each plot was 1-60 of an acre. 

The beans were in use most of the 
summer as green beans, but none 
came to maturity. This was caused 
by the spring frost cutting them back 
so often. All of the varieties were 
caught by the early September frost 
before being fully matured, so that 
none was harvested for seed.

The luxuriant summer pasturage of 
North Alberta is one of its strongest | 
recommendations to dairymen and 
stock raisers generally. But while 
there is an abundance of luscious pas- 
turage during the months of summer, | 
there are considerable periods in both | 
spring and fall when the ground its 
clear of snow, but the pasturage lacks 
substance and nourishment, having 
either just come through the past 
winter, or having been killed down by | 
the approach of the coming winter. 

Experience has demonstrated that 
fall rye meets the need of fresh grow- | 
ing feed in spring and fall as noth 
ing else does, and produces a crop of 
}erain as well, Fall rye is, of course 
|sown In one season and reaped the 
next. If wanted for fall pasturage it | 
should be sown in June. It can be 
pastured in July, and from that time 
forward until the snow covers it too 
deeply. It must not be allowed to get 
too far advanced before being pastur- 
ed, or it will be injured. In places 
where the stock do not eat it down, it 
should be cut with a mower to pre- 
vent it heading. Pasturing the crop 
helps it in wintering. It remains 
| green all winter, and {tn spring is fit 
for pasture long before the natural | 
grass, It may be grazed until about | 
June 1st. Stock should then be tak-/ 
en off, and the crop allowed to grow 
anc} mature. The yield will run to 
about 35 bushels per acre. The grain 
is more nutritive than wheat. It is 
excellent food for cattle and hogs, 
but should be chopped with oats or 
barley, as it Is too strong for use 
alone, Rye flour will, of course, 
make bread, Although wholesome! 
and nourishing, it does not make as 
generally desirable bread as wheat. | 

Rye will grow on any kind of soil, 
and will mature in a shorter season of 
growth than any other cereal. It is | 
therefore a safe crop to grow in dis- 
tricts subject to early frost. The ripe 
straw has very little feed value, Fall! 
rye is now worth $2.56 a bushel, but | 
under normal conditions it is worth |

Creeping Rims . 

When the shoulders on the wheel, 
Gesigned to hold the demountable rim, 
becomes worn, the rim and its tire 
will creep around the wheel. Natur- 
ally, this makes the valve stem pro- 
Ject at an acute angle and, if contin- 
ued long enough, may cut It off. If 
th» valve stem ts held firmly by 
means of a cap, the strain falls upon 
the lower portion of the stem and that 
part of the inner tube which = sur- 
rounds it, In this connection it is 
well to call attention to the need for 
tightening the rim lugs by degrees, If 
they are fully tightened one after the 
other and all thé way around the 
wheel there is apt to be too much 
space on one side of the wheel and too 
little on the other.

The Trapper and His Life. 

Let us briefly consider the trappor.

quest of the skins. 

It may be fitting to explain the 
meaning of the terms primé and un+« 
prime. The phrase is significant of 
both fur and leather surface, hence 
in purchasing raw pelts a buyer 
scrutinizes very carefully the condi- 
tion, odor, size of skin and method 
whereby a trapper has removed the 
animal's covering. The process of 
skinning is performed after two cus- 
tomary manners, the former of ap- 
plicability to animals of larger sizes, 
namely by removing the pelt as such 
is accomplished with a cow or sheep; 
lsmall species, as the muskrat and 
| weasel are cased, otherwise the skin 
is pulled over the carcass, 

The First Traders 

The fur trade of Canada may be 
said to have commenced in 1535, 
when the French nation took pos- 
session of the northland. Since the 
Dominion of Canada became ceded 
to Britai:: tn 1763, her position in 
the fur industry places Canada with 
the world’s greatest pelt producing 
countries. ‘The pioneer traders of 
whom authentic record deals. were 
Radisson and Chongrt, Frenchmen, 
who in 1654 comnfenced to trade 
for pelts with Indians trapping with- 
in the vicinity of the river St. Law- 
rence. At that time the native pop- 
ulace pusseasing no idea of the value 
cf furs, were practically forced to part 
with valuable skins for a few paltry 
glass beads. But Indians of the present 
years, except perchance such of far 
northern localities, are aware of those 
figures which should represent the 
values. We find that in the year 1658, 
Radisson with his partner, Chossart, 
extended operations westward; and

three years later, these men are claim- ] 
ed to have bartered for furs with In- 
diane around Hudson Bay. But the 
early years of the fur trade were 
marked with continuous troubles, ae 
other traders followed in the wake of | 
the intrepid Frenchmen. However, in 
1670, the Company of Adventurers, 
Trading into Hudson Bay, of which | 
enterprise the writer will presently 
speak, were given a charter by King 
Charles the Second, and from that 
time the great company has establish- 
ed one trading post after another. The 
year 3690, marked an innovation in 
the fur trade, an open market was 
then established {in Montreal, 
Looking farther down the stream of 
Canada's fur industry, Pond, an Amer- 
ican, is stated to have visited the Far 
North in 1775. His journey, in accord- 
ance with records, achieved success, 
as two years Jater a purchasing trip 
was made by him to Lake Athabasca, 
and during the summer of 1778, Pond 
erected a fort at that point. This es- 
tablishment was known as the Fur 
Emporium, The winter of 1785 wit- 
nessed Pond’s first visit to the Red and 
Assiniboine districts of Manitoba (then | 
Ruperts-Land) an enterprise creating | 
strong competition against the North-| 
west Company, whe in 1878 amalga- | 
mated its interests with Pond, a part- 
nership which continued until 1821 
when the traders above mentioned dis- 
posed of their interests to the Hud- 
son Bay Company. uring the early 
years trappers and voyagers arranging 
expeditions into Lower Canada, set out 
from Lachine near Montreal, making

HEADLIGHT LAW 
TO BE ENFORCED 


Before the Headlight Lens could be
